BANDIT TRIES TO DIE 


Peter Niedermeier Opens Veins of 
Arm With a Lead Pencil. 


SWALLOWS TIPS OF MATCHES 


Physicians Working to Save Life of 
Man to Hang Friday. — 


Peter Niedermeier, one ofthe car barr ban- 
dits, condemned to die on the gallows next 
Friday, made a desperate attempt to kill him- 
self in his cell at the county jail early this 
morning. He swallowed half a box of matches 
and with a lead pencil opened an artery in his 
left forearm. 

Death Uncertain at Daylight 
Drs, McNamara and Droechen, the jail 
physicians, were still working over the man 
at daylight, but, were not sure whether they 
would be able to save the desperado’s life. 

At 1:30 o’clock Guard John Reeder of the 
death watch noticed Niedermeier writhing 
on his cot as if ill. He investigated and 
found him vomiting.’ Then the guard dis- 
covered a stream of blood gushing from his 
arm, and hastily summoned the physicians 
and Jailer Whitman. 

Gasps, “I Want to Die.” 
The prisoner was faint and could only 
gasp: 

“TI want to die now. I want to die.” 

Had not the open artery been discovered 
at the time it was Niedermeier’s attempt 
‘at suicide would undoubtedly have been suc- 
cessful. | 


SECRETARYSHAWPLEADS 
FOR TEACHING OF THE BIBLE. 


Regrets the Growing Practice of Ignor- 
ing the Word and Praises the Work 
_of the Sunday School. 


Washington, D. C., April 17.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Shaw believes in this day, when 
the bible is no longer taught in the public 
school, in the home, or scarcely in the pulpit, 
that above all it should be taught in the 
Sunday school and the school supported 
‘by the entire church. He would have the 
business men of the city, members of con- 
gress, and leaders at the capitol take an 
active part in Sunday schools. Mr, Shaw 
not long ago was a Sunday school superin- 
tendent himself. | 

This pronouncement was made by the 
secretary today at a Sunday school meeting 
held in the new .Foundry Methodist Epis- 
copal ghurch. The service was the close of 
a week’s jubileé following the dedication of 


| the church. 


“The bible is not now taught in the public 
schools,” said Mr. Shaw in his address, 
“and I am not here to say it ought |to be 
taught there. I am here to speak of some- 
thing else.

FOULKE DEFENDS PRESIDENT. 


Writes That Criticism of Civil Serv- 
| fice Record Is Not Warranted 
Gives Figures. 


Washington, D. C., April 17. —Chairman 
Gillett of the house committee on civi] service | 
ar recently wrote to W. D. Foulke, 
fo r civil service commissiqner, calling 
his attention to recent congressional and 
other criticism of President Roosevelt “ on 
the ground that he had made a larger num- 
ber of irregular appointments to the classi- 
fled service than any of his predecessors,” 
and in view of the fact that the period coy- 
ered was while Mr. Foulke was commission- 
er,-asking his opinion as to the charges. In 
reply Mr. Poulke under date of April 15 
wrote: 

The fact is exactly. the other way. There have 
been fewer appointments without competitive 
examination under President Roosevelt than under 
any other president, and there has been no ad- 
ministration since the passage of the civil service 
act in which the competitive system has advanced 
with greater rapidity ahd certainty. It has been 
necessary for every président to permit certain 
positions to be filled without examination. The 
humber has been reduced. from time: to time and 
the range of the competitive system extended. 
This process has gone on faster under President 
Roosevelt than under any other president: 

During the last year 4,688 more appointments 
were made through competitive examination than 
in the previous year and 3,007 more appointments 
were made im that year <¢han in the year before. 
- Under President Roosevelt about 30,000 positions 
have been added to the classified service.

RISKS WHICH MUST BE RUN. 

Admiral Taylor, chief of the bureau of 
navigation, says apropos of the suggestion 
that the accident on the Missouri may have 
been due to the attempt to increase the num- 
ber of shots fired in a given time: “ Rapid- 
ity of fire is just as vital to the modern navy 
as accuracy. We must and will find a 
way to make the firing of our guns in time 
of peace perfectly safe, but it must be done 
without any sacrifice in the rapidity of fire.” 
The reason is obvious. If two ships of 
| equal gun power meet in battle the one 
whose guns are fired the most times in the 
minute will have a manifest advantage, 


provided accuracy of aim has not been sac- ‘ 


rificed to secure a more rapid fire. 
| It is clear from what the admiral says that 

the wholesome emulation of gun crews as 
regards rapid firing is not to be discouraged. 
-It should not be. The American naval vic- 
tories in the war of 1812 were due to quick 
as well as to accurate firing. Of course 
there is less likelihood of accident if a gun 
is allowed to cool off after it has been dis- 
eharged,. but if that cautious policy should 
| be adopted the guns could not be so well 
served in time of battle as they should be. 
Some perils must be incurred in peace in 
order that the best results may be secured 
in war. 

There were accidents i the old days of | 
small guns of simple construction and of 
common black powder.. There is a greater 
probability of accident with the great guns 
with their complex mechanism and the new 
kinds of powder. It is only by continual 
testing during peace that the hazards con- 
nected with the use of modern ordnance and 
ammunition can be detected.

SPRINKLE TO SAVELIVES, 
SAYS HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


Weekly Bulletin Points Out Prevalence 
of “Dust Borne” Diseases and Pre- 
dicts Increase in Diphtheria. 


Tonsilitis and other forms of “ sore throat ” 
are Weeoming epidemic in Chicago and a 
marked increase in diphtheria is apprehend- 
ed by the health department. The weekly . 
bulletin says there is reason to fear an in- 
creasing death rate for several weeks to 
come. Since the snow went off and befouled. 
surfaces became uncovered there has been 
a steadily increasing prevalence of the dust 
borne diseases and the laboratory examina- 
tions show an increasing atmospheric pollu- 
tion. The bulletin comments as follows: 

Much relief might be had if the repeated spring 
advice of the department were more fully héeded 
—that all agencies of street watering and private 
grounds sprinkling be utilized to the limit. The 
traction companies should thoroughly flush, not 
merely moisten, their rights of way, and every 
householder who pays for his hose privileges or 
employs the private watering carts should 
** waste ’’ or secure the wastage of all the water 
the law allows on and about his premises, as well 
for his individual comfort as for the public health. 

The bulletin points out that the city water 
supply samples examined still show marked 
signs of sewage contamination:

DRIFTING INTO DULLNESS. 


AFTER FOUR 
‘MAREET GETTING NARROW. 


Prices Have Been Helped Along, but 


Public Does Not Come In—Conditions 
in Wholesale Trade Varied—Weath- 
er Continues Backward — Building 
Activity. Slowly Increasing — Coal 
Prices Being Made, Generally Well 
Under Last Year. 


After a month of activity and higher prices, 
beginning on March 14, the market appears 
to be drifting into duliness. Thatit should 
have continued active so long is perhaps 
more to the point than that it should present- 
ly grow dull. While general conditions have 
greatly changed for the better, it is also true 
that the market has been in Wall street, and 
not by the public at large. 

There was in the beginning buyin@by in- 
terests which desired stocks. Now, with the 
subsidence of that class of purchases, there 
is left the trading element to angle for pub- 
lic support. But commission houses in both 
Wall street a Chicago affirm that their 
business is is light, and they do not find the 
class of buying or the volume that indicates 
public interest. 

One of the largest operators in Wall street 
wired a Chicago friend last week that he 
expected another month of activity in stocks. 
After that he looked for dullness incident to 
the exodus of financial people from Wall 
etreet and the usual paralyzing effect of a 
political ca a yen Although the record of 
opinions in tHe last two years has been such 
as to show most views to bejargely guesses, 
still with the people who are next the inner 
circles prediating dullness there is furnished 
as good a forecast of the future as may be 
looked for. 


Big Borrowers Pay Top Rates. 


The money market interesting, but un- 
satisfactory as affording explanations of its 
course. With call funds at 144 per cent and 
practically time loans at 2% per cent, still 
railroads with first class credit cannot sell 
bonds and must pay high interest rates on 
short time notes. High class commercial 
tirms can borrow money at 4 per cent on 
nothing but their firm paper. But a railroad 
must pay 5 per cent and furnish high grade 
bonds as collateral. The railroad loans are, 
of course, larger, but in such an easy money 
market as that which now obtains it appears 
unusual that the better the borrower the 
higher the rate he must pay. 

Presumably, with the interlacing of rail- 
road and banking interests, there have come 
to be recognized borrowing channels for the 
différent groups of borrowers. And with the 
dependence thus created there follows the 
accompanying cost which attaches to the 
necessity of trading in one place. At the 
same time, it looks a little as if the New 
York banking interests are making out of 
the railroads something that they are losing 
in loans to the general public. In the last 
week the Rock Island borrows $5,000,000, the 
Baltimore and Ohio $10,000,000, the American 
Telephone-Telegraph company $20,000,000, 
on short term notes, all because none of the 
corporations can sell bonds. 

The Harriman-Hill controversy exercises 
a restraining influence on enthusiasm among 
the high financiers. While there have been 
daily utterances to the effect that the mat- 
ter would be adjusted without a serious out- 
break in the market, still no one who stops to 
think fails to believe that there is a bitter 
feeling between the two interests. While it 
lasts, moves for the better will be at a stand- 
still, and, although no market clash may be 
precipitated, neither will there be present 
that feeling which helps along financial 
plans. While Hill and Harriman continue 
to quarrel, the market.will be depressed by 
their troubles. |
